His deliberations on the matter have carried him 
to the stage where, according to Reuter messages from 
Washington, he is on the point of proposing to the 
chief naval Powers of the world that a two years’ holi- 
day be declared in the construction of naval vessels, both 
as a means of cutting down ex enses, and as a first | 


step towards lightening the world’s burden of taxation. 


It. is believed that any such moratorium in warship building 
would be proposed by the President as to apply only to vessels 
projected, but not yet under construction. .

The interrelation between ex- 


cessive armaments and trade de- 
pression was graphically em- 
nhaalnes by the .President in his 
debt suspension proposal. Ha 
atressed it) when he. first 
announced his plan and reuffirm- 
ed the thought on July 6 when he 
proclaimed the successful conclu- 
sion of negotiations in Europe. 
‘It is known that throughout the 
lengthy and. trying moratorium 
conversations; the President held 
uppermost his Interest in further- 
ing the cause of disarmament.

THE CAPONE FARCE. 


Observers of America’s methods 
of dealing with gangsters may be 
forgiven for wondering when the 
Al Capone farce is to terminate. 
Two months ago, this noted rac- 
keteer surrendered _to the au- 
thorities for violation of the In- 
fome Tax Jaw and for conspiting 
to violate the Prohibition law. He 
pleaded guilty to the charges, und 
it. was generally ‘Shought that at 
long last he would. be inearcera- 
ted. The judge, however, post- 
poned sentence for three weeks, 
for reasons which we have been 
able to discoyer, When — the 
period had ‘expired, it was in- 
timated that a further’ month's 
postponement ‘would be granted, 
In die course, he again appeared 
in Court, on July 30th, when his 
Inwyers asked that the previous 
plea of guilty-miyht be withdrawn. 
The judge held over his decision 
until the following day, when per- 
mission to withdraw the plea of 
guilty in respect of the Income 
Tax offence ‘was granted. The 
trial has now been fixed for carly 
next month, when the gangster’s 
motion to withdraw his plea In 
respect. of the Prohibition Jaw 
count will also be decided. “It fs 
reasonable to assume that when 
September comes round there 
will cither be further obstacles 
raised to the prosecution,’ or the 
trial will be spun out unduly and 
all monner of technicalities in- 
troduced. with a view to getting: 
the charges dismissed. a 
“If this were just.an’ ordinary 
trial, the law's ‘delays would not 
greatly-matter, but the point to be 
kopt In mind is that “Scarface” 
Capone hag. become something 
more timn just a Jaw-breaker, or 
merely another gang lender. He 
has become the personification of 
organised crime in the United 


States. For nearly a decade his 


namo has stood for desperate, 
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ly close to a complote breakdown: ; 
More than that, as an Americani 
paper puts it, he has stood for 
™ore ‘than organised crimc. Ho, 
has had cnormous political power 
in Chicago, where he has becoma 
the supreme exponent of the “fix.” 
His-influence; wo are told, has 
reached into high placea. Now, 
for tho firat time in his. life, the, 
law has got. hold of, him and the 
Foderal’ Govarnment—has—steppod. 
fn to end his career. But the de- 
velopments which have occurred 
since June only serve to encour- 
age the belief that the power of 
the “fix” may be, still with him, 
If he now’ manages to get off, that 
impression will be Intensified. 

The ‘Capone cose Is intercsting 
when taken in conjunction with 
tho ,strictures pnased, by the Wic- 
kersham Commisston:on the police 
forces of the United States, which 
are sald to be riddled with ‘graft 
and to be working In connivance 
with crimfjinals and crooked poli- 
ticians. This will not bo sur- 
prising news to many Americans. 
Indeed. we noticed in an Ameri, 
can journal the other day a point- 
ed assertion that “Detroit, Chi- 
cago, New York and ‘similar cities 
have been ridden by insolent 
gangsters because political pull 
and outright corruption hive kept 
the, police from doinw the jobs for 
[which the public’ hires them.” 
That ia n sorry state of affairs, 
assuredly, but it appears to repre- 
sent the plain truth. There has 
been so much mode‘of the action, 
instituted against Capone that It 
will be. something in the nature 
of an-.unfortunate anti-climax if 
he is permitted.to gu free. In any 
cvent, the manner in which he has 
so far succeeded in getting sen- 
tence stayed is by no means re- 
assuring. 


Aother Zeppelin Triumph. 


So niggardly was’ Reuter's treat- 
ment of the Graf -Zeppelin’s recent 
venture into the Polar regions that 
few people in Hongkong are aware 
that the famous airship carried out 
what must be regarded as an epoch- 
making flight. Without accom- 
plishing anything so spectacular 2s 
a rendezvous with a submarine at 
the North Pole—as was originally 
planned—the Zeppelir’s crew are 
well justified in enthusiasm over the 
results of their splendid adventure, 
The Night proved, among other 
things, that provided” reasonable 
precautions are taken beforehand, 
the airship is the ideal menns for 
Arctic exploration. ; The old-time 
expedition would have needed years 
to complete what ‘the Zeppelin’s 
scientific staff, working in perfect 
ease and surrounded by all the com- 
forts of civilisation, achioved in 
‘two short days. It was found in.- 
possible to carry out'the progratame- 
plotted out in Berlin owing to the 
unexpected importance of early 
discoveries. , Rhe airship; for in 
stance, spent nearly twenty-four 
hours over Franz Josef Land, when 
only three had been provided for in 
the airship’s schedule.
